Mississippi  Baptists  continue  to 
advance  in  stewardship  with  July 
receipts  increasing  over  June,  it 
has  been  revealed  by  figures  re¬ 
leased  by  Dr.  Chester  L.  Quarles, 
Executive  Secretary-Treasurer. 

July  Cooperative  Program  re¬ 
ceipts  reached  a  total  of  $108,505. 
Four  associations  became  100  per 
cent  during  the  month. 

The  July  receipts  of  $108,505 
show  an  increase  of  $6,525  over 
June's  receipts  of  $102,979  and  set 
a  new  all-time  record  for  any 
summer  month 

Sixty-six  murenes  made  a  con¬ 
tribution  during  July  to  the  Coop¬ 
erative  Program  for  the  first  time 
this  Convention  year,  making  a 
total  to  date  of  1342  of  the  1704 
churches  giving  this  Convention 
year  to  the  Cooperative  Program. 

This  leaves  a  total  of  362  church¬ 
es  that  have  not  yet  made  a  con¬ 
tribution  this  Convention  year. 

Four  more  associations  joined 
the  ranks  of  100  percent  associa¬ 
tions  during  July,  bringing  the  to¬ 
tal  so  far  to  eight.

July  Mission  Gifts  Increase 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  — <BP)  _ 
For  the  support  of  Convention- 
wide  agencies  sod  institutions  the 
Southern  Baptists  gave  $849,704  in 
July  through  their  Cooperative 
Program.  This  brings  the  year’s 
total  to  date  to  $5,470,561  an  in¬ 
crease  of  11.56  per  cent  over  the 
Cooperative  Program  receipts  dur¬ 
ing  the  same  period  last  year.  Por¬ 
ter  Routh,  executive  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  announced. 

Alabama,  New  Mexico,  and  Ten¬ 
nessee  are  the  only  states  not 
showing  an  increase  in  gifts  when 
compared  with  the  same  period  last 
year. 


Designated  gifts  for  the  month 
amounting  to  $146,180  brought  the 
total  for  the  year  in  designated 
contributions  to  $5,149,472.  This 
figure  is  18.24  per  cent  higher  than 
for  the  same  period  last  year. 

In  July  Southern  Baptists 
gave  through  both  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  designations  a  total 
of  $995,885.  making  a  total  of  $10,- 
890.034  thus  far  in  the  year. 

(Editor's  Note:  During  this  peri¬ 
od  Mississippi  contributed  254,181 
•through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  tlllJM  designated.  For  the 
same  period  in  1952  Cooperative 
Program  receipts  wore  $216,458 
and  designated  $179,416. )

A  100  percent  association  is  one  in 
which  every  church  in  the  associa¬ 
tion  has  made  a  contribution  to 
the  Cooperative  Program. 

Seven  associations  now  lack  only 
one  church  of  being  100  percent 
while  there  are  several  others  that 
lack  only  two  or  three  churches  of 
being  100  percent. 

The  above  facts  and  figures  are 
encouraging  and  should  inspire  ns 
all  to  press  forward  toward  the 
goal  of  $1,200,000  set  for  this  year.

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Why  The  Hurry? 

Last  Sunday,  for  the  first  lime 
in  several  weeks,  we  were  at  home 
instead  of  being  somewhere  sup¬ 
plying  for  some  absent  pastor. 
Most  of  the  day  we  citlier  saw  or 
heard  trucks  rumbling  by.  They 
were  loaded  with  gravel  which 
was  being  placed  on  the  new  high¬ 
way  now  under  construction  be¬ 
tween  Clinton  and  Vicksburg. 

My  question  is,  “Why  the  hur¬ 
ry?”  Can  it  be  that  the  road  from 
Clinton  to  Vicksburg  is  in  such  a 
bad  condition  that  it  requires  Sun¬ 
day  work  for  the  building  of  a 
new  highway?  We  travel  .that 
highway  almost  every  week  and 
seem  to  be  able  to  get  to  Vicks¬ 
burg  and  back  without  getting 
stuck.  It  is  a  paved  highway. 

It  is  illegal  to  do  such  work  on 
Sunday.  Therefore  the  contrac¬ 
tors  who  are  huving  this  work 
done  on  Sunday  are  violating  Mis¬ 
sissippi’s  law  (see  Section  23(»8, 
Code  of  1912)  and  God’s  law. 
God's  law  says  tliat  there  are  six 
days  in  which  to  work,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  this  road  is  not  in  such  con¬ 
dition  that  it  cannot  be  built  with 
the  six  working  days  without 
using  God’s  day  as  well. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  there  are 
so  many  calamities  happening. 
God  does  not  stand  quietly  by  and 
see  His  laws  continually  violated 
without  punishment.  Why  the 
hurry?

For  long 
hours,  some  matters  were  discuss¬ 
ed  in  the  F.xecutive  Committee 
meeting  on  Tuesday;  and  other 
committees  were  in  session  at  va¬ 
rious  times  and  for  long  periods. 
In  the  convention  sessions,  there 
was  no  disposition  to  hurry  issues 
to  a  vote.  F.xtension  of  time  was 
voted  when  needed;  and  the  mes¬ 
sengers  slid  not  hesitate  to  speak 
up.  We  saw  no  instance  of  any 
person’s  failing  to  get  a  hearing 
so  long  as  debate  was  in  order. 

“It  was  a  convention  In  which 
there  was  divided  opinion.  The 
most  divisive  issue  was  the  matter 
of  continuing  the  Committee  on 
Relations  with  Other  Religious 
Bodies.  If  the  motion  to  continue 
this  committee  had  not  been  with¬ 
drawn,  the  convention  might  have 


tee  or  any  of  its  statements  but 
was  based  on  the  impropriety  of 
having  such  a  committee. 

“We  still  believe  that  conven¬ 
tion  programs  carry  too  many 
addresses  and  sermons.  Tliis  is  no 
complaint  against  those  we  heard 
this  year,  and  we  stayed  through 
every  one  despite  our  weariness; 
but  we  believe  it  is  unwise  to  ex¬ 
pect  a  crowd  to  listen  to  so  many 
speakers  and  attend  to  all  the 
necessary  business  also." 

In  the  Oklahoma  “Baptist  Mes¬ 
senger,’’  Dr.  Jack  L.  Gritx  wrote: 
“After  all.  this  was  just  a  plan¬ 
ning  meeting.  The  work  of  the 
Convention  must  be  done  bock  in 
the  churches  to  which  the  messen¬ 
gers  return  and  the  others  like 
them.  The  Convention  cannot  and 
does  not  demand  participation  in 
its  program  and  co-ot»eration  from 
the  churches.  The  Convention  of¬ 
fers  the  churches  a  practical  pro¬ 
gram  of  work  for  advancing  the 
cause  of  Christ.  It  is  up  to  each 
church  and  the  individuals  in  tliat 
church  to  decide  what  their  re¬ 
sponse  will  be."

Let’s  Be  Consistent 

Recently  tremendous  furor  has 
been  raised  regarding  the  new  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  version  of  tlie 
Bible.  Most  of  the  controversy  has 
centered  in  the  translation  of  one 
word  in  Isaiah  7:14.  Doubtless  if 
this  word  “almah”  had  been  trans¬ 
lated  "virgin"  instead  of  young 
woman"  little  if  any  controversy 
would  have  arisen.  It  is  interesting 
how  much  trouble  has  been  raised 
over  this  translation  of  one  word. 


ics  ago  the  Christian  world  was 
split  over  one  letter  of  the  Greek 
alphabet,  the  letter  “iota,"  but 
never  did  a  word  cause  so  much 
difficulty. 

We  are  not  concerned  with  the 
advisability  of  the  translation  of 
“almah"  as  virgin  or  young  wo¬ 
man  in  this  article-  It  is  our  feel¬ 
ing  that  the  Hebrew  scholars  are 
tlie  only  ones  capable  of  dealing 
intelligently  with  that  pojnt.  Sure¬ 
ly  the  average  person  with  little 
or  no  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew 
would  not  be  a  competent  author¬ 
ity  to  pass  on  the  matter. 

Iu  all  tlie  controversy  it  appears 
that  we  as  Baptists  are  not  being 
consistent.  Why  not  go  back  and 
demand  a  true  and  correct  trans¬ 
lation  of  the  commonly  used 
word  “baptism"?  This  word  does 
not  belong  in  the  F.nglish  language. 
It  is  an  anglicised  word  from  the 
Greek  without  translation.  This 
situation  arose  around  tlie  trans¬ 
lation  table  with  tlie  King  James 
and  also  the  American  Standard 
versions  and  a  compromise  was 
reached  by  agreeing  simply  to  put 
tlie  Greek  word  over  into  the  F.ng¬ 
lish  and  let  the  people  give  the 
meaning  they  desired  to  give  to 
baptism.  Having  done  this,  a  new 
doctrine  was  born  by  permission 
of  the  King  James  translation.  If 
tlie  scholars  tiad  stood  true  to  the 
intent  of  the  Greek  language  there 
would  never  have  been  any  sup¬ 
port  for  the  substitution  of  other 
forms  in  place  of  immersion.  Peo¬ 
ple  could  not  read  a  doctrine  into 
the  New  Testament  doctrine  of 
immersion  but  ki!  how  easy  it  is 
to  read  any  trror  into  an  angli- 


used  as  it  has  no  place  fn  the  Kng- 
lish.  We  should  say  “immerse" 
and  have  “immersion  services” 
not  “baptismal  services." 

Brethren,  if  we  are  going  to  be 
strict  in  the  matter  of  translations 
and  proper  renditions  of  words, 
why  not  be  fully  consistent?  Why 
not  demand  that  tlie  King  James 
and  tlie  American  Standard  ver¬ 
sions  both  live  up  to  tlie  Greek? 
Is  there  any  good  reason  to  sup¬ 
port  errors  by  approving  one 
translation  and  condemning  an¬ 
other?  Consistency  demands  tliat 
we  go  all  the  way.  Shall  we?

CHANCE  IN  TRAINING 
RECORDS  EFFECTIVE 
OCTOBER  1 

Beginning  October  1,  1953,  there, 
will  be  a  change  in  the  plan  of 
keeping  the  Sunday  School  training 
records  in  the  Nashville  office. 

Tnis  change  will  help  to  speed 
up  the  ma'ling  out  of  awards  aft¬ 
er  the  re#)u#sts  have  been  received, 
a  thing  that  surely  needs  to  be 
done. 

After  October  1,  no  records  *#| 
indavidue's  will  b*  kept,  except 
the  diploma  and  a*al  holders.  The 
individual  book  awards  records 
wit,  be  kept  by  th*  individual  and 
th*  church. 

This  nas  become  necessary  be¬ 
cause  of  the  tremendous  number  of 
individuil  cards,  and  the  small 
number,  relatively,  of  diploma  and 
seal  holders.  There  are  two  mil¬ 
lion  people  who  have  cards  of 
some  credit,  but  only  75,000  of 
these  have  diplomas. 

So,  after  October  1,  this  change 
w'll  take  place.  After  then  when 
one  is  due  the  diploma  or  aeal,  he 
merely  sends  the  four  book  awards 
to  the  Nashville  office  and  the 
diploma  or  aeal  will  be  aent.  Then 
the  Nashville  office  will  keep  the 
record  of  all  diplomat  and  seals 
sent  out.

When  did  Paul  write  this  letter? 
The  answer  to  this  question  is  not 
certainly  known.  Of  course,  we 
wish  it  were  and  would  take  great 
pains  to  know,  but,  after  all,  we 
may  doubt  whether  it  would  make 
a  great  deal  of  difference. 

Where  was  Paul  when  he  wrote 
this  epistle?  It  is  thought  that  it 
was  written  while  Paul  was  a  pri  - 
sonrr  at  Rome.  From  all  the  evi¬ 
dence  available,  it  seems  not  un¬ 
reasonable  that  the  epistle  to  Phil¬ 
emon  was  written  at  about  the 
same  time  and  sent  with  this  one 
to  the  Collosians  by  the  hand  of 
one  Onesimus,  a  runaway  slave 
of  Philemon,  a  slave  who  had  run 
away  from  his  master  not  only, 
but  had  likely  stolen  some  article 
oi  worth  from  his  master  as  well 
In  Rome,  er  wherever  Paul 
cam*  in  contact  with  him,  the 
runaway  slave'  cam*  under  th* 
influence  *f  Christian  teaching  at 
it  was  taught  by  Paul,  and  became 
a  convert  to  Christianity.  In  this 
situation,  Onesimus  th*  runaway 
had  t*  return  to  his  master,  Phil¬ 
emon.  Back  to  th*  hem*  of 
Philemon  at  Celetsae  Onesimus 
went,  taking  with  him  both  th* 
Epistle  to  Philemon  and  th*  Epis¬ 
tle  to  th*  Celessians.  It  is  thought 
by  th*  prepondorenc*  of  scholars 
that  th*  epistle  was  written  in 
Rem*.  Thor*  are  a  'few  scholars 
who  believe  that  th*  epistle  was 
written  from  aosaroa  while  Paul 
was  in  prison  there,  before  he 
went  to  Rem*. 

Why?  Well,  Paul  would  love  any 
Christian  church  anywhere,  of
